From Sir John Tobin’s possession it passed into the British 
Museum many years since at the price of £1000. What would be the 
present value of such a manuscript it is difficult to say. 


This beautiful volume is a most desirable memorial of the precious original, 
and is bound in olive morocco by Roger Payne in his very best. manner. 
Its interest and value are further enhanced by the insertion of his quaintly 
worded bill in which he describes the binding minutely; and last but 
not least, by the original drawing of Roger Payne in his workshop, the 
characteristic full length portrait which is engraved in the second 
volume of Dibdin’s ‘ Decameron,’ p. 510. This drawing measures 
94 inches by 73.

The 

late Mr. Beckford was most anxious to obtain it, and made several 

attempts to do so by large offers. It measures 1271 millim. by 73 
millim.

115 MINIATURE. AN EXQUISITE EXAMPLE OF THE FAMOUS MINIATORE 
GIROLAMO DEI LisRI. This beautiful specimen of early Italian art 
represents St. Catherine of Alexandria before the doctors and a crowd 
of people. The scene is within a temple supported by columns. The 
faces and figures of the seventeen principal persons represented are 
finished with the most accomplished skill, to which the photograph 
can do but scant justice, though it conveys an idea of the grouping 
and general effect. The brilliancy of colour is what no photograph 
can reproduce. ‘The triumph of the whole piece is perhaps the group 
in the gallery, consisting of fifteen heads perfectly, yet almost micro- 
scopically finished. At the foot of the centre pillar is the signature 
of the artist, ‘“‘ Hieronymus,” size 7? by 74. It is believed that no 
specimen of this admirable artist, at all equal to this, has ever 


appeared for sale in England. Neatly mounted in a gilt frame. 


116 MINIATURES. TWO SPLENDID MINIATURES FROM A MISSAL, EXECUTED 
ABOUT 1440 FOR THE FAMOUS BASTARD OF ORLEANS, THE 
SUPPORTER OF JOAN OF ARC. These splendid miniatures represent 
“The Majesty” and the Crucifixion. They are probably by the same 
artist who illuminated and painted the celebrated, ‘‘ Bedford Missal,” 
being much in the same style. The miniature of The Majesty 
represents God the Father surrounded by Cherubim, at the corners the 
four Evangelists with their emblems. Round the border are sixteen 
figures playing on musical instruments in the manner of the great 
picture by Fra Angelico. In the centre both at top and bottom of 
the border is the Orleans coat of arms with the bar sinister. The 
miniature of the Crucifixion contains no less than forty-two figures. 
The Bishop kneeling at the foot of the Cross is no doubt a portrait. 
Round this border are also sixteen figures in the compartments— 
mounted on velvet in a black polished frame, in a box with shutter.

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117 Mintature. AN ITALIAN MINIATURE OF THE HIGHEST CLASS, 
REPRESENTING JEAN FICHET, DOCTOR OF THE SORBONNE, AND 
FOUNDER OF PARISIAN TYPOGRAPHY, presenting his book “ De 
Rhetorica,” the first important production of the Paris press, to 
Pope Sixtus 4th, the founder of the Vatican Library. The Pope is 
seated on his throne beneath a canopy, wearing his tiara and clothed 
in a golden mantle, Fichet kneels before him placing the book in his 
hand. Through a window on the right is seen an exquisite landscape, 
with a river winding down from the mountains, in the style so often 
adopted by Raffaelle. The whole piece is surrounded by a magnificent 
ornamental border, in the four corners of which are introduced cameo 
paintings, white upon black in classic taste. There are four other 
exquisitely. finished medallions, that at the bottom representing the 
Three Graces, in green heightened with gold. Though the accom- 
panying facsimile gives a perfect idea of the general design, the original 
must be seen to appreciate the delicacy of finish and the brilliancy of 
the colour. Whether considered simply as a work of Italian art, or 
from the interest which attaches to it as authentic and exquisitely 
painted likenesses of two men so worthy to be commemorated for 
their services to literature, it may be safely said that this is one of 
the most valuable works of the kind that has been preserved to us. 
The authenticity of the portraits and the subject represented has been 
placed beyond question, by a comparison of this miniature with the 
very inferior one found in the copy of Fichet’s Treatise, ‘‘ De 
Rhetorica,” printed on vellum and presented to Pope Sixtus IV. 
by the author, which is now preserved in the British Museum. 
This miniature was probably painted for the original Manuscript in
